Far Reaching Decision. 
PHE FEDERAL SUPREME COURT KEVERS- 
KD A MURDER CASE TAKEN UP 
FROM TEXAE, 

Washington, April 16.--The Seth 
Carter caxe, familiar to the people of 
Texas, was decided to-day by the au- 
preme court, and in « way that is of 
great importance to Texas and all the 
Southern States, The decision changes 
the whole practice of investigation in 
criminal charges against Negroes and 
their trial on criminal indictments. 
As is well known, Seth Carter is under 
indictment, charged with murder. He 
moved to quash the indictment, alleg- 
ing that nutwithstanding a quarter of 
the population of Galveston was com- 
poxed of Negroes, no members of that 
race were included pn the panel of the 
rand jury. The record «hows that 
qe ® wet þ Wilford H. Smith, a Gal- 
veston colored attoruey, asked leave to 
introduce textimony to this eftect, but 
the petition was denied. Aud alzo 
that the (ialveston court over-ruled 
the motion without investigation, 

The Texas court of appeals sustained 
the trial court on the ground that evi- 
dence had been offered by defendant 
on the point raiged, Justice Gray, of 
the United States Supreme Court to- 
day holds that this was a false awumps- 
tion, as +uch evidence had only been 
tendered, He «ays that by this tender 
Carter prevgerved his rights under the 
constitution, therefore the decision 
was reverved and the case remanded.

Edu- 


cation for the Negro. 


If the 15th amendment be repealed, 


you may be ure that it will never be 


reenacted in nation or in «tate. The 


enfranchisement of the Negro was the 


American mistake of the century. It 
is best recognized by thoee who did it, 


and the number of those who endorse 


it would not materially increase the 
population of this beautiful capital of 
\labama. Let the 15th amendment 
be repealed, and it will remain sub- 
«tantially repealed. It means purely 
and Simply the disfranchigement of 
the Negro. And this, indeed, will 
*olve the problem —not honorably, not 
kindly, not wisely, but it will cut the 
core from the contention and leave the 
republic at peace. This is not my plan. 

f the remedy be a restticted ballot, 
it will not heal the malady. A restrict- 
ed ballot must be just and equitable 
If it be evenly adjusted, it will disfran- 
chise white men as it will disfranchise 
the Negro. And there will be conflict 
here, If it eliminates the lower ele- 
ment of negroes, it simply carries race 
antagonizm to a higher plane, and the 
very proces of elimination will ad- 
vance the calibre, the self-respect and 
inevitably the Yelf-aazcrtion of the 
darker race. And there is certain cou- 
flict here. 

Industrial education will not solve, 
but complicate, the problem. WIN 
industrial education raize the moral 
status of the Negro when the academy 
and the clawic school have failed ? 
Will the education of the hand produce 
a higher type of citizens than the edu- 
cation of the mind ? 

Industrial education is moving faster 
among the white race than with the 
Negro. The «upply of «killed lavor 
from the white rank will be equal to 
every demand of the times. Carry 
every theory of Booker Washington to 
its full and perfect consummation, and 
you only make a new and deadlier 
competition between autagonistic 
races. The conflict heretofore has been 
social and political. You will carry it 
then to the material things. From the 
intangible things of pride and aspirs- 
tion you transport it to the realm of 
the bread-winner, and you make the 
struggle fiercer in the material jeal- 
ousies of trade. The battle of the loaf 
will be the deadliest battle of the races. 
When the © Negro makes what the 
white man needs,” and the white man 
makes what the white man needs, the 
Waterloo of competition for the Negro 
is at hand, and not Napoleon himself 
can ave the negro from the rout and 
destruction which must follow the 
clash of his powers with the invincible 
industrial race of the world. The 
whole theory, too, of this last solution 
rests upon the flimsy basis that the 
Negro will «upinely consent to ignore 
politics, to divelaim cocial equality, to 
«ur: -nder at your bidding the incestima-

THE PERMANENT SOLUTION, 

On this great question 1 stand now
